I  have  pleasure  In  submitting  the  following  brief  Report  on 
the  Health  and  Sanitary  condition  of  T’our  district  during  1917, 

jrGPULATI0y»-  I  have  receiiv'd  the  following  figures  from  the 
Reglstrar-'deneralrfor  calculating  thf>  Dirth  Rate  the  total  population 
is  estimated  as  30,929,  and  fpr  the  aeath  Rat©  the  olvlllan  population 
only  is  given,  the  number  being  27,746. 

MILK  SUPPLY.-  The  MilK  supply  to  the  District  r0??6lves  very  careful 
attenVibn,  c^wsb’eds  and  MilKshops  are  regularly  visited  and  23  samples 
of  milk  have  been  submitted  to  Professor  Beattie  for  bacteriological 
examination.  Two  of  the  samples  were  certified  to  be  tuberculous  and 
TT^o  satisfactorily  dealt  with. 

MUISANCES.""  One  thousand  eight  hundred  and  thirty  four  nuisances 
have  been  dealt  with  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector, 

INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  NOTIFIED.-  Four  hundred  and  twenty  three  cases

The  County  Council  Tuhercitlosls  Dispensary,  which  is  situated  In 


Seaforth,  was  opened  in  Msreh  1915;  Dr  LaJrd,  Senior  Tubei^culosls 
Officer  for  tne  area  of  which  this  District  forms  a  part,  being  in  charge 
The  Dispensary  is  used  fo:?  diagnosis  and  observations,  and  for 
certified  cases  of  Tuberculosis- 

Disinfection  of  rooms  and  bedding  was  carried  out  In  every  case 
when  a  patient  had  left  thej  house  for  Sanatorium  ti^atment  or  other  reason. 
The  houses  wero  fumlgatod  and  the  bedding  treated  in  the  steam  dlelnfeotor^.. 

BIRTHRATE There  v;ere  559  Births  registered  in  the  District  during 
the  year  viz. ,  284  males  and  275  females,  givi  ig  a  birthrate  of  18.07 
per  1000  per  annum*  Last  year  the  births  were  8^4,  glveing  a  birthrate 
of  20.91. 

DEATH  RATE.-  The  toto3  ..Tjm'-' -  r  of  deaih-  of  regldenls  belonging  to  the 
District  during  the  year  numbered  393,  showing  a  deathrate  of 
14.16  per  1000  per  annum,  the  estimated  population  is  based  on  t^ie  * 
figures  given  by  the  Registrar-General  for  the  civilian  population  only. 

In  1916  there  v^ere  408  deaths,  giving  a  deathrato  of  14.87  per  1000  of 
the  estimated  population. 


INFANTILE  MOETADI If *-  There  were  45  deaths  of  children  under 
one  I'^ear  of  age ,  whl ch 'gi va.a  a  deathrate  of  0Oy5O  per  1000  births.  Of 
these  7  deaths*  took  place  in  workhouses  or  Hospitals  out  side  the 
District.  Eleven  deatlis  were  attributed  to  Oongenltal  Debility  and  M 
Malformation  including  Rremature  Birth,  9  to , Bronchitis,  Pneumonia  and 
Influenza,  and  25  to  variofUj  csrises*  Last  year  the  deaths  numbered  56. 
The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  chows  a  maiei^ed  decrease  over  the  preceding 
year,  when  it  was  D0w4  per  1000  birt^s, 

NOTIFICATION  CF  BIfriIS  ACT.  1907,-  Under  this  Act,  524 
notifications  of  births  were“recoi vtTiy  138  v;ere  sent  in  by  Medical 
Practitioners,  378  by  Mldv/lves,  2  by  parents,  and  Inforr'iation  was 
received  with  regard  9  from  ‘the  Registrar  of  Births.  Miss  Sutton 
whis©  report  is  appended,  -/I sited  dcs  of  the  babies,  and  gave  advice 
to  the  mothers  v;here  n^cessaryr 
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INFANT  CONSULTATION  AND  MATERNlTYl^gLINIC , -  This  Clinic  T7as  • 
Inaugurated  in  February,  and  there  have  been:- 

115  infant  consultationr  and  70  re— consultations 
20  ante-natal  consultations  and  8  re-consultations 
4  post-natal  consultations  and  S  re-consultations.- 
The  prevalent  Infantile  complaints  have  been  Umbelical  Hernia, 
Phimosis,  Rickets  and  Bronchitis.  A  few  cases  of  Congenital  Syphilis 
have  been  met  with,  both  in  mother  or  child.  These,  cases  have  been  treated 
or  'rjB.^rrod  to  the  Venereal  Clinic  at  Bootle  Borough  Hospital,  as 
advised  by, the  Lancashire  County  Council.

On  each  occasion  the  new  babies  are  stripped  and.  weighed,  and 
examined,  and  the  routine  v/eimhing  of  all.. cables  Is  oontinued;  records 
of  the  weights  are  charted  and  keut  for  reference  at  the  Clinic,  a  copy 
being  given  to  each  mother. 


On  three  afternoons  in  eacli  month  “  Health  Talks”  are  given  by  a 
specially  qualified  lecturer,  on  o.ae  afternoon  simple,  practical 
cooker V  demonst rat lone  are  arranged. 

The  making  of  garments  for  young  children  is  encouraged,  and  ladies 
of  the  District  attend  voluntarily  each  week  to  assist  the  mothers 
in  choosing  material  and  cutting  out  garments,  wht6h  are  mostly  handsewn, 
whilst  the  mothers  are  listeni'igg  to  the  lecture.  During  the  year  183 
garments  were  finished  at  Seaforth  and  198  at  Waterloo. 

The  Penny  Savings  Bank  id  a  great  hej)p  to  the  mothers,  during  the 
Bank  year  ending  November  1917,  1131  deposits  equalling  ,€85  ”  16  ”  5.

INSPECTION  OF  THE  DISTRICT^-  Earing  the  year,  1291  inspections  and 
1326  re- inspect ions  were  made! 

Seven  hundred  and  thro:,  pjelhninary  not  ices  and  78  statutory  notices-  ^ 
were  served  for  the  abatement  of  nuldanceso  In  10  Instances  the 
Council  did  the  work  in  default  and  charf;ed  the  several  ovmers  ^ 

with  the  cost.  ’  ■' 

The  smoke  test  has  been  applied  62  times  to  house  drains,  and  a 
number  of  defects  wore  founds

EXAMINATION  OF  FOOD.-  I  submitted  2B  samples  of  nll}^:  and  2  samples 
of  flour  to  Professor  Beattie  for  bacteriological  examination.  Tv;o 
of  the  soraples  of  milk  were  found  to  be  tuberculosis,  the  Bacillus  Coli 
Communis  was  present  in  17  SEanples. 

Brovm  Flour  and  Pudding  Crust.  One  sample  of  each  of  these  foods 
was  submitted  for  chemical  and  bacteriSilogical  examination,  and  the  result 
forwarded  to  the  Local  Government  Board  and  Lancashire  county  Council. 

INSPECTION  OF  FOOD  SUPPLY.-  The  food  exposed  for  sale  in  the  District 
has  been  Inspecied  from  time  to  time  and  several  small  parcels  in  a 
doubtful  condition  were  destroyed.

OONTROL.  OF, INFECTIOUS  DISEASES.-  One  hundred  and  tv/elve  flr6t  visits 
and  295  revisits  hav'e^^been  made  to  houses  where  infectious  diseases 
occurred.  Enquiries  were  made  into  esch  case.  One  h'ondred  and  eighty  seven 
intimations  were  sent  to  Hoad  Teachers  regarding  school  children  from 
houses  where  there  was  an  Infectious  disease,  and  in  every  case  Milk 
dealers  vrere  notified. 

Two  h^^red  and  twenty  five  rooms  were  disinfected  and  cleansed, 
papers  being  scraped  :)ff  the  v/alls  where  necessary.  In  20  instamces 
rooms  wore  scraped  b:  order  of  the  Council,  in  default  .of  notices  sem^ed.  .. 

Disinfecting  fli  d  has  been  given  to  the  ratepayers  when  infectious  — ■ 
sickness  occurred  in  rMieir  homes--. 

The  disinfecting  apparatus  was  used  469  times,  3984  articles  of 
bedding  etc.,  being  disinfected,  and  67  articles  were  destroyed  at  the 
request  of  the  owners.  Thirty  nine  library  books  were  disinfected. 

During  the  year  visits  were  paid  to  t'ne  Cowsheds,  Dairies  and  Milk 
chops.  Factories,  workshops  and  Bakehouses  in  the  District. 
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HOUSE  REFUSE.-  Th^  reFiOval  of  tho  contents  of  ashpits,  bins  and 
of  shop  refuse,  is  carried  out  by  the  Council's  own  staff.
